Washington, Feb. 17.— Three fisher­ 
men from the Saginaw bay region of 
Michigan walked into the room of the 
senate committee on foreign relations 
armed with nets, bait, a few lake her­ 
ring and 
other evidences of 
their 
trade. 
They appeared before the commit­ 
tee in opposition to the ratification of 
the Great Lakes fishery agreement be­ 
tween Canada and the United States 
recently negotiated by David 
Starr 
Jordan, president of Leland Stanford 
university, and Commissioner G. W. 
Prince of the Dominion. 
After tile fisher folk had given a 
little 
exhibition 
to 
illustrate 
their 
point the committee, by a unanimous 
vote, decided to recommend the re 
Jection of the agreement by the sen­ 
ate. 
Displayed Net and Fish. 


Messrs. G i t and Gillingham of B ay­ 
port, Mich., and McCormick of 
City were tin* fishermen. 
After 
were recognized by Senator Cullom of 
Illinois, chairm an of the committee 
on foreign relations, McCormick, tho 
spokesman of the party, displayed a | 
piece of fish net of tile size of mesh 1 
required by the agreement and some 
live lake herring that had reach* d 
maturity. 
Tliese fish were lifted up by the 
tails, dropped onto the mesh of the 
net and promptly slid through the ' 
mesh into a pan that had been plac* d 
for the purpose on the table around 
which were grouped the dignified com­ 
mitteemen. 
This demonstrated to the satisfac- j 
tion of tile committee that in some ! 
respects at least the agreement will 
not do. 
Tile committee w ill therefore 
j 
recommend that 
the agreement 
bo j 
sent back 
to the state department 
with instructions that it be so amend­ 
ed to meet tile commercial require­ 
ments and conditions on the Great 
j 
Lakes.

Waterways. 


The agre* n:> nt now under consid­ 
eration applies to all international wa- I 
terways touching the United States I 
and the various provinces of Canada. ; 
It affects the Lake of the Woods and 
Rainy river in Minnesota. 
It prescribes the size of the fish j 
that shall be taken from streams over 
which the United States and tile [Jo- 1 
minion exercise jurisdiction, tile size 
cf the mesh to be used in commercial 
fishing, provides for a closed season 
in certain lakes and rivers and pro­ 
poses other restrictions, all designed 
to protect and ireserve the fish life 
in the boundary waters. 
The fishermen delegation told the 
senate committee that they were op­ 
posed not only to the terms of the 
agreement, but to the agreement it­ 
self. 
They insisted that its ratifica­ 
tion meant that the fishing interests 
of the lakes would be placed under 
federal control. 
They expressed the 
belief that if the agreement was ever 
taken into the courts it would result 
in the establishment of state control 
over the fishing trade on the lakes.

V’ews of a Former American 


Consul Who Lived There. 


WHAT HAS THE NATIVE GAINED? 


Both as Regards the Country’s R ev­ 


enues and 
In 
Development of 
Her 


Growing Industries, He Claims, E n g ­ 


land Gets the Lion's Share and the 


Natives Only the Remaining Crumbs.

I have read with much interest tho 
Tory instructive and candid article of 
an

writer entitled 
■•British 
Rule In India—Its Successes and Its 
Failures,” published in a recent peri­ 
odical and venture to present some­ 
thing of the other side of this ques­ 
tion, because I feel sure that a disin­ 
terested observer who had lived in in­ 
dia, and in close touch with both Eng­ 
lishmen and natives, as I did some

If it 
is true “the government 
of 
India is in short the government of 
Indians for Indians by Indians'' and 
“that the British rulers are in India 
for the ultimate purpose of teaching 
the Indians how to rule themselves'' 
It is not 
“spread abroad 
upon 
the 
housetops,” 
nor was there any ap 
parent evidence of such intention that 
I could discover during the years that 
I spent In tin* country; on the con­ 
trary. everything seemed to point to 
tile conclusion that India is governed 
by the British rajah, by Englishmen 
and for Englishmen all the time, and 
that tile musses of the people protit 
in but small degree, excepting iii the 
conditions of peace and in the grow

paid by levies on the native state and 
from tile revenues of British india.
